This is the final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, dated May 16, 201 1, 
to the Department of Homeland Security (DHS), U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE), 
for any formal or informal licensing agreements between the Department of Homeland Security and 
either the City of New York or NBC Universal regarding the creation of dissemination of the 
promotional video "Antipiracy PSA," published on March 22, 201 1. 

To provide you with the greatest degree of access authorized by law, we have considered your 
request under both the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552, and the Privacy Act, 5 U.S.C. § 552a. Information 
about an individual that is maintained in a Privacy Act system of records may be accessed by that 
individual 1 unless the agency has exempted the system of records from the access provisions of the 
Privacy Act. 2 

A search of the ICE Office of Enforcement and Removal Operations (ERO), ICE Office of the 
Principal Legal Advisor (OPLA), and ICE Office of Professional Responsibility (OPR) was 
conducted and no records responsive to your request were found. 

While an adequate search was conducted, you have the right to appeal the determination that no 
records exist within ICE ERO,OPLA, or OPR that would be responsive to your request. Should you 
wish to do so, you must send your appeal and a copy of this letter, within 60 days of the date of this 
letter to: U.S. Immigration Customs Enforcement, Office of Principal Legal Advisor, U.S. 
Department of Homeland Security, 500 12 th Street, S.W., Stop 5009, Washington, D.C. 20536- 
5009. Your envelope and letter should be marked "FOIA Appeal." Copies of the FOIA and DHS 
regulations are available at www.dhs.gov/foia . 

The Office of Government Information Services (OGIS) also mediates disputes between FOIA 
requesters and Federal agencies as a non-exclusive alternative to litigation. If you are requesting
